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P.SA  has  a-oaroved  seven  lov'a  allotments  totalling;  $573,000  to  build  lines 
in  projects  centering  in  Euena.  Vista,  3utler,  ’bright,  Pocf.ihontas , Benton,  G-reen 
and  Hardin  Coiuities,  Administrator  John  M.  Carmody  announced  today.  The  allot- 
ments were  anuroved  on  the  basis  of  agreements  made  by  local  tel.ephone  coamanies 
with  the  borrowers,  waiving  cla.ims  against  the  nrojects  for  metallicizing  one-wire 
telephone  systems  to  eliminate  inductive  interference. 

REA  allotments  in  Iowa  have  been  held  uo  since  last  July  when  the  lov/a 
State  Commerce  Commission  announced  it  would  hold  a hearing  to  determine  ’whether 
or  not  opera,tors  of  power  lines  v/ere  liable  for  the  inductive  interference  which 
might  bo  coused  in  cnc-'wiro  telephone  lines.  The  hearing  ’/as  held  on  August  3 
and  the  Commission  has  -not  yet  ruled. 


Ivloaii’while , Administr.ator  Carmody  agreed  to  release  allotments  wherever 
borro’wers  could  show  v.'aivcrs  from  local  tolc'ohono  comnanies,  rolea-sing  the  co- 
operatives from  claims  for  conductive  and  inductive  interference.  Where  projects 
did  not  obtain  ’waivers,  REA  reserved  the  right  to  rberr-rnine  thorn  for  feasibility 
in  the  light  of  whcatevcr  costs  trie  Com.mis3ion  may  orden"  the  co operatives ' to 
shoulder.  REA  has  al’r'ays  been  ready  to  approve  pvuyment  by  borro’wers  to  telephone 
companies  for  the  elimination  oi  physical  interf erc.nco  such  as  moving  an  e^cisting 
line  to  the  other  side  of  the  road.
